Here I am, a khaki-clad veteran 
of seven months, and I feel and 
look more like a returning vaca- 
tioner from Miami Beach than just 
a soldier parading through knee- 
deep mud while gathering red Tex- 
as dust in my face.

Our general 
program may be of interest, so I'll 
try to jot it down without fanfare, 
ballyhoo, or intent to betray mili- 
tary secrets. Whatever impression 
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I may leave with the reader, let 
him remember that / like it, and if 
I leave any other impression, it’s 
because I ain’t a “writin? man.” 
After being in the Army for sev- 
eral months, I had not done any 
dentistry. No equipment had been 
issued. Since ours is a field unit, 
our dental equipment will be con- 
solidated into a large chest, con- 
taining all supplies necessary to 
facilitate dental services out in the 
field. No more de luxe equipment 
but, at least, Ill have an orderly 
to pump the foot drill for me. In 
the meantime, I am learning to be 
a good soldier, with plenty of map 
reading, long marches, adminis- 
trative work, medical maneuvers, 


- first aid and drilling. 


Army routines are composed of 
little things and big things. The lit- 
tle things are such articles as la- 
trines. In this camp there were 
thousands of them, all of them 
built along the same architectural 
lines, Gothic, I believe. The mo- 
notony of their sameness was over- 
looked when the need for their use 
was the most striking. Speed in 
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permanent construction has ban- 
ished this glorified outhouse with 
the assorted wooden lacework. In 
its stead, we now have the bath- 
house, a fit tribute to this wonder- 
ful age of industry and creative 
genius. Walls, chaste and unadorn- 
ed; and the showers, warm, wet, 
and wonderful. 

The tent has given way to the 
hutment. The hutment is a minia- 
ture superstructure of ersatz steel 
(beaver boards), riveted together 
with glue and assembled by expert 
barnyard intelligentsia within ten 
minutes. A side of this, a chunk of 
that, and there you have it. 





Mess Call 


Meals are called mess and ap- 
propriately. Many difficulties arise 
requiring a degree of ingenuity to 
overcome.

cal unit, however, is an unusual 
specimen. The Army recognizes 
him as a jack-of-all-trades which,

ready placed him upon a unique 
pedestal in our present social sys 
tem. The dentist is the spare tire 
the ace-in-the-hole, the assistant to 
the assistant, the handy man, the 
next in command, the stooge par 
excellence, the Charlie McCarthy, 
the hired man and, all posts hay. 
ing been filled—the general out 
cast of his unit. 

His professional duties, for 
which he is being more than ade 
quately compensated by the gov: 
ernment, are extremely limited in 
scope. When away from the dentd 
clinic, Army Regulations prohibit 
his administering first aid for : 
simple toothache. That function i 
handled routinely by the pill-give 
of the regiment—the Dispensary 
Surgeon who, in all probability 
was an obstetrician in civilian life. 
At some time or other, then, this 
jarring philosophy floats through 
the mind of the Army dentist. He

Keep your accounts receiy. 
able up to date.

IT 1s No problém-at all during these 
unsettled times for most dentists to 
keep just as busy as they want to 
be. Rather, the problem is to find 
enough time in which to take care 
of all the practice that is offered. 

Because of present conditions, 
most of you are receiving much 
more cash than normally, and you 
are probably overlooking the fact 
that the proportion of unpaid ac- 
counts on your books likely has in- 
creased equally as fast, if not fast- 
er, than your cash receipts. 

Of course you want the money 
represented in these accounts. You 
have given just as much value in 
service to these patients as you 
have to those who have paid 
promptly. You are justified in ex- 
pecting these accounts to be paid. 
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The mere fact that some of then 
are still on your books long afte 
they should have been cleared w 
is ample evidence that you wil 
have to exert extra pressure to cd. 
lect them. 

In the first place, unusual cav. 
tion should be exercised in ev 
tending credit because, in the ver 
nature of things, there are at this 
time more floaters in the civilia 
population. There is a good chance 
that some of your debtors may le 
seeking greener pastures when the 
time comes to pay your bill. And 
holding the bag soon become 
monotonous! 

After you do decide to exten 
credit, insist upon literal compli 
ance with terms arranged. Accej 
no excuses for non-payment. It i 
certain that, if you do not get the 
money now while it is plentiful 
with the majority of people, you 
chances to collect when condition: 
begin to tighten up will diminish 
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not last indefinitely, and so pre- 
pare your business affairs that you 
may not suffer disagreeable conse- 
quences when the change to a more 
normal condition comes. 

Leave the proverbial “Fool’s 
Paradise” as an abode for those 
who are unwilling to believe in 
realities, and make extraordinary 
efforts to keep your accounts re- 
ceivable paid up to date. It will pay 
big dividends. 
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in direct proportion to your own 
leniency. 

History repeats itself, and most 
dentists who remain in civilian 
practice, after the military forces 
take all the younger ones they 
need, are old enough to remember 
some of the aftermaths of the last 
war—the headaches many of us 
suffered because we failed to make 
advance preparations to meet the 
conditions which followed the war. 

Be realistic! Admit to yourself 
that this era of easy money will

Doctor Emory W. Morris 


IMPORTANT HEALTH projects of 
far-reaching significance to den- 
tists and administered by a dentist, 
Emory W. Morris, have been made 
possible by W. K. Kellogg of Bat- 
tle Creek, Michigan. At the age of 
forty-six he organized a company 
to manufacture and merchandise 
the first prepared breakfast food to

bear his name. A few years later 
he expressed his desire and inten- 
tion, in case his business should 
prosper, to devote some of his in. 
come to social welfare. Because he 
was always influenced by princi. 


ples of American democracy, Mr. 
Kellogg began to formulate in his 
mind the concept of contributing 


to the advancement of human wel | 


fare by some method which would 
help people to help themselves. 
As Mr. Kellogg prospered he be- 
came a generous contributor to 
worthy causes. Wishing to provide 
some systematic and business-like 
method of administering his many 
benefactions, he established the 
Fellowship Corporation in 1925, 
In June, 1930 Mr. Kellogg dis 
solved this corporation and estab- 
lished the present W. K. Kellogg 
Foundation, whose charter pro 
vides for the formulation of a com- 
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| prehensive and well-organized un- 
dertaking to improve the health, 
happiness, and well-being of man- 
kind—especially children. 

No one imagined at the begin- 
ning of this Foundation that some 
day a dentist would become its 
general director and treasurer. But 
today one of our own professional 
| members holds these two positions. 
| The appointment of Doctor Emory 
William Morris as general direc- 
tor of the Foundation in Septem- 
ber, 1940 was a distinct honor and 
credit to dentistry.

Because of 
the success of the project, Doctor 
Morris was asked to act as dental 
consultant to the Kellogg Founda- 
tion. 

Doctor Stuart Pritchard, the 
President and Director of the 
Foundation, was not only “out- 
standing in his ability to inspire 
and direct organized efforts to heal 
the hurts of mankind” but he had 
a tremendous interest in young 
men. He believed in them but he 
did not feel it was necessary to ex- 
periment with them for an extend- 
ed period of time to learn if they 
were capable. Doctor Pritchard 
recognized Doctor Morris’ unusual 
abilities and proposed that he give 
full time to the Foundation. 


Accepts Full-Time Post 


This was quite a momentous de- 
cision for a young successful den- 
tist to make. At first he consented 
to give it a five years’ trial after 
which time he could still go back 


Capable teachers staff the camps. 
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to active practice if the move 
proved unwise. In March, 1938, 
Doctor Morris became Director of 
Dental Education for the Kellogg 
Foundation. 

While still busily engaged with 
the many duties of Dental Direc- 
tor, Doctor Pritchard asked Doc- 
tor Morris to take over the added 
direction of the Foundation’s 
Camps. Here, indeed, was a new 
experience and challenge for a 
dentist whose childhood had been 
spent in a typical small rural com- 
munity. Doctor Morris assumed 
these added responsibilities, how- 
ever, and performed his new du- 
ties well—under his five-year di- 
rection two new camps were built. 

As though further to test the 
ability of Doctor Morris, he was 
asked to take over the direction of 
the Atlas Properties, Incorporated 
—a liquidating company of the 
Foundation’s real estate assets. 
These holdings consist of numer- 
ous real estate properties extend- 
ing from Florida to California. In 
his work with the Atlas Properties 


























Doctor Morris ran the gamut of 
all types of property operations 
including the successful operation 
of a one-hundred-room hotel ang 
a seventy-apartment building, This 
experience was valuable to him, 
not only for the business training, 
but for the human element jp. 
volved in dealing with people of all 
classes. 


Advances Rapidly 


In rapid succession, Doctor 
Morris was promoted from Dental 
Director to Associate Executive 
Director, then to Treasurer. It was 
not strange then, that, upon the 
death of Doctor Pritchard in 1940, 
Doctor Morris was appointed Gen- 
eral Director of the Foundation. 
He is also a member of the Board 
of Trustees of the Foundation, a 
Director of the Kellogg Company, 
and a Director of Atlas Properties, 
Incorporated. Doctor Morris is al- 
so administrator of the Founda- 
tion’s trust fund which, as of Aug-

ust, 1940, runs over forty-seven 

millions of dollars. 

Aside from his many Founda- 
tion responsibilities, Doctor Mor- 
ris still finds time to be active in 
the affairs of the American Dental 
Association. At the present time he 
is chairman of the Council on Den- 
tal Health which has just complet- 
ed the framework for a much 
needed piece of Association work. 
He would put most of us to shame 
for our lack of active participation 
and interest in our respective State 
and local dental organizations. 

Those associated with the Foun- 
dation feel that the basic principles 
of democracy are fundamental to 
successful cooperative community 
enterprise and all Foundation acti- 
vities are designed to help people 
help themselves. It is true that the 
Foundation has the money to sup- 

port these ideas, but it takes a lead- 
ership with vision to make dreams 
an effective reality. 
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Regarding Doctor Morris, Mr. 
Kellogg has this to say, “I am con- 
fident that under the Foundation’s 
new leadership its work will con- 
tinue to expand on many fronts 
during future years in the same 
spirit of helpfulness and in the 
same effective manner as before 
the passing of Doctor Pritchard.” 

Doctor Morris was born in 
Nashville, Michigan, on May 14. 
1905, the only child of a small 
community physician. He is mar- 
ried and with his gracious wife, 
Mary, lives the life of a country 
gentleman on an eighty-acre farm. 
As an avocation Doctor Morris is 
interested in horses, dogs, and 
farming. We suspect he is also a 
fisherman as a mile of trout stream 
meanders through his farm. 

Of the farm Doctor Morris says, 
“We are going through the usual 
experiences of any city farmer. 
However, I am not as green as 
some, for throughout my child- 
hood we always had a farm and I 
have spent a great deal of time 
there. My latent ambition would 
be some day to have more time to 
spend on the farm.” 

Dentistry is honored and proud 
that one of its members is carry- 
ing on so capably this important 
piece of social work so that the 
democratic way of life may be re- 
flected in greater benefits for per- 
sons who cooperate in a common 
cause.

As of June 26, 1943, 90 per cent 
of the Army Dental Corps was 
made up of officers in the grade of 
First Lieutenant (62 per cent, as 
compared with 33 per cent of the 
Medical Corps) and Captain (28 
per cent). The monthly base pay 
with rental and subsistence allow- 
ances for dependents is $305 for a 
First Lieutenant and $332 for a 
Captain. 

The Score of Accomplishment

Civilian Defense Units to 
Aid Army: 

If the Army finds it is unable to han- 
dle a sudden influx of war casualties or 
some other military emergency in the 
War Department hospitals, officials will 
call upon the hospital units organized 
for Civilian Defense for temporary help. 
This plan was announced recently by 
James M. Landis, Director of Civilian 
Defense. Each of the units consisting 


of thirteen physicians and surgeons, a 
dentist, a pathologist and a radiologist, 
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is expected to hold itself in readiness to 
answer an emergency call.

Insignia for Dental Students: 

The Navy has authorized special lapel 
and sleeve insignia for students attend. 
ing dental colleges under the V-12 pro- 
gram. These students will wear the reg. 
ular midshipmen’s uniform with a lapel 
device composed of the oak leaf with 
twigs, insignia of the Navy Dental 
Corps, superimposed on a fouled anchor, 
Each student, except those in the first. 
year, will also wear a gold sleeve stripe 
to indicate each year of professional 
study that he has completed. 

Thirty-seven dental colleges, 64 medi: 
cal schools, 9 basic science courses, and 
131 universities and colleges, are now 
enrolled in the V-12 College Training 
Program.

Minimum Number of Teeth: 

As an aid to Army dental officers in 
determining the minimum number of 
natural teeth necessary to masticate the 
Army ration, the War Department has 
prepared an opinion. It is hoped tha 
this will obviate the controversies, be 
tween camp dental surgeons and denta 
officers at ports of embarkation, ove 
which soldiers need partial dentures. 

Pertinent parts of the opinion are re 
produced here: 

a. It is impractical . to declare 
that a given minimum number of na 
tural teeth are necessary to masticate 
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the Army ration. The size, shape, condi- 
tion, and position of the dental arches, 
as well as the teeth, are all determining 

factors in a diagnosis and decision. 

When comparing individuals . . . there 
is a vast difference in occlusal patterns 
and chewing efficiency. The personal 
past history of the individual must also 
he a consideration. The question also 
arises, “Has the patient been able to 
masticate the foods in civilian life and 
what is his experience with the Army 
ration?” 

bh. The statement that three upper 
and lower occluding posterior teeth, as 
well as a like number of anterior oc- 
cluding teeth, are sufficient to masticate 
the Army ration, may be acceptable in 
a certain percentage of cases. However, 
there are too many instances wherein an 
individual with that number of natural 
teeth is a military casualty. 

c. The decision to replace or not to 
restore a given number of missing 
teeth should be with the camp dental 
surgeon or one designated by him... 
An anterior-posterior denture may be 
inserted frequently if an incisor tooth 
or two has beeri extracted even though 
the individual has enough posterior 
function. A fixed bridge in the anterior 
segment may also be inserted in limited 
cases as a morale and functional factor 
in those instances where extraction has 
initiated a disfiguring space. The de- 
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cision having been made by a camp den- 
tal surgeon, there should be no further 
consideration or question on the part of 
the dental surgeon at the port of em- 
barkation or staging area. 

However, should there be a few cases 
wherein the dental surgeon of the lat- 
ter-named station deems it essential to 
construct partial dentures, laboratory 
facilities have been made available for 
that purpose. Emergencies, too, such as 
additional extractions, may require the 
dental surgeon at the port of embarka- 
tion to construct or remake a denture.

Dentists 38-44 in Draft: 


A new War Department order has 
made dentists and physicians from 38 
through 44 years ef age, who fail to 
volunteer for commissions, available for 
the draft under Selective Service. The 
head of each Army Service Command is 
thereby authorized to waive President 
Roosevelt’s order prohibiting the draft- 
ing of men over 38, when requested to 
do so by the state director of Selective 
Service. The age waivers may be grant- 
ed in the cases of all such professional 
men who have been declared available 
for military service by the Procurement 
and Assignment Service. Dentists and 
physicians, who are fathers and have 
reached their 38th birthday, will not be 
subject to induction under the order 
until general drafting of fathers begins.

THE GOLDEN RULE comes first at 


our office, always. But second 
only in importance to the “Do 
unto others—” in our dental prac- 
tice is the abrupt aphorism, “Don’t 
be pals to your patients!” Strict 
adherence to this second rule has 
been the means of building my 
husband’s once dwindling catch- 
as-catch-can practice into the high- 
ly successful, lucrative following 
which he enjoys today. 

In our family, the man of the 
house does the dentistry, runs the 
office, and transfers a part of all 
collections into the household ac- 
count. There the responsibility of 
the bread winner ceases. As man- 
ager of the house, and mother, it 
is my job to disburse these funds 
as wisely as possible that we may 
be well nourished, attractively 


garbed, completely protected by

insurance. Small wonder, then, 
that one of my first questions at 
night was, “Did any money come 
in today?” 

Since it was my duty to keep all 
household bills paid, I was natur- 
ally interested in the collections. 
And as our income lessened over a 
period of years, I kept cutting the 
pattern of our family life to fit it. 
I was aware of this diminishing 
income some time before my hus- 
band, by reason of my role of 
banker for the family. Although | 
called it to his attention, I treated 
it as a temporary thing, not want 
ing to harass the man. Those were 
dark days, trying to maintain 
sound credit on an income which 
was taking nose dives month by 
month. 


Assets and Liabilities 


It was hard to understand this 
sloughing off of our income. | 
knew my husband was a good and 
careful dentist, that he was trust- 
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worthy. Moreover, his personality 
was attractive both to men and 
women. I knew that my husband 
maintained regular office hours, 
and that his appointment book 
was reasonably full. All assets, 
you'll agree! 

Yet in the face of all these fav- 
orable qualities, my husband’s 
earnings were small, and some- 
times he’d wait months to collect 
even the most modest bills. There 
had to be a reason for this drib- 
bling income, and I was determin- 
ed to uncover -it. Little did I think 
one morning, when I mentioned at 
breakfast that I’d be needing a 
litle extra cash, that the whole 
thing would pop out just like a 
jack-in-the-box. 

“Just put your mind at ease,” 
said the man of our house giving 
me a great big smile. “Bob Esta- 
brook has an appointment today. 
Methinks he'll bring a check.” 

“Not Mr. Robert Estabrook of 
Estabrook Motors, Inc.” 

“None other, my pet!” There 
was pride in his tone, “You didn’t 
know your old man was doing den- 
tistry on the big shots, did you, 
honey?” 

My face registered my astonish- 
ment. Astonishment, not at the cal- 
ibre of his patients, but at my hus- 
band’s informality! Informality 
which allowed him to refer to such 
an important man in so intimate a 
fashion. If he was so unreserved 
with the prominent Mr. Estabrook, 
most likely he was just as palsy- 
walsy with all the rest of his fol- 
lowing. It wasn’t surprising, then, 
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that he had difficulty in collecting 
what was rightfully his. 


Makes a Discovery 


Following the evening meal, as 
we lingered over our cups of 
coffee, I announced that I was 
positive I’d found the source of 
our trouble, and briefly outlined 
it to him. But he didn’t agree with 
me at all. Of course he was friendly 
with his patients, he admitted 
freely, and all his patients liked 
him, too. But what did that have 
to do with getting the money in on 
time? 

“Plenty! In fact, everything,” I 
declared, with determination. 
“And I can give you concrete ex- 
amples of it, too.” 

So I told him about Lenora, who 
owns the beauty shop where I go 
for beauty treatments every once 
in a while. Lenora is a good opera- 
tor, better than the average. Too, 
she is the grandest person and all 
her customers adore her. But her 
business is on the ragged edge for 
that very reason—because she is 
so friendly with all her customers. 

We know her so well, that we 
have no scruples at all about mak- 
ing an appointment with her for a 
shampoo, fingerwave, and mani- 
cure, and then sort of charging it, 
at least until we get our allowance 
next month. Lenora is so very ac- 
commodating, she’d never refuse. 
And of course she’s never gone up 
on her prices, either, like the other 
shops. And she never charges for 
little extra things. 

But it’s quite a different set-up 
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at Wilfrid’s Beauty Salon. When 
you ve had the works at Wilfrid’s, 
believe me, you expect to pay for 
it.. And you do! He throws in 
nothing free. And as for even so 
much as hinting that you'd like to 
postpone payment till the first of 
the month, you’d sooner ask the 
government to excuse you from 
your income tax this year. 

Wilfrid’s Beauty Salon is doing 
a wonderful business, and he is 
simply coining money. And poor 
Lenora, whose beauty service is of 
equally as good quality as Wil- 
frid’s, is on the verge of closing. 
It’s Lenora’s own chumminess 
with her customers that’s ruining 
her business. 

When Id finished this oral 
treatise on the evils of being palsy- 
walsy with the clients on whom 
you depend for your bread and 
butter, I felt just like a lawyer 
who has pleaded his biggest case. 
And won! I was overjoyed that 
my husband felt that I really had 
something. And together we out- 
lined a method of procedure to be 
followed with old patients. Briefly, 
it was to the effect that a survey 
had been made of this office and, 
as a result, it was found necessary 
to ask our patients to subscribe to 
certain new financial rulings which 
we trusted would work no hard- 
ship upon them, and would be in 
keeping with the new business 
policy of the office. No explanation 
was necessary for new patients. 
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My husband’s new formal bug 
nesslike attitude toward those new 
patients was more eloquent thay 
words in putting it across the 
slow payments would not be tolen 
ated here. a 

Collections commenced to pak 
up, almost immediately. Next 
noticed that the fees for the several’ 
patients during the day added up 
to a larger total than previously, 
The reason for this increase was’ 
plain. When my husband quit be. 
ing pals to his patients, he was able 
to accomplish a third more at each 
appointment. (He no longer had 
to take precious time out to discus 
his golf scores, nor his bridge ' 
hands with his cronies in the 
chair.) He did not raise his fees, 
but. like Wilfrid, he did make a 
charge for each service rendered, 
Another timewaster, which has 
been eradicated almost entirely 
with the new policy in the office, is 
the patient who wanders in, again 
and again, ten to twenty minutes 
late for an appointment. Under 
the new regime, they wouldnt 
dare, unless they had an éxcuse, 
par excellence. 

“Don’t be pals to your pa 
tients!” It’s the slogan of our oF 
fice. And as a reminder, my hus 
band made a neat sign in trim : 
block lettering, framed it, and 
hung it in his laboratory, at eye 
level. It’s a silent warning to him, 
in case he should ever be tempted 
to lapse back into the old habits. 
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This chart explains to the man 
in the street the essentials of 
the Beveridge Plan. 

































THANKS TO THE enterprise of an 
American publisher, the red, white 
and blue cover of “Social Insur- 
ance and Allied Services,” the 
Beveridge Plan, is now an accept- 
ed companion of other thought- 
provoking reading material found 
in many American homes, public 
libraries, and reading rooms. Its 
substance has received wide notice 
in the press, and its significance as 
a vital part of postwar social plan- 
ning appears to have been ac- 
cepted. 

However, according to a syndi- 
cated article by Harold Laski, 
dated February 28, 1943, the 
British government, while accept- 
ing the Beveridge Report in sub- 
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illiam Henry Beveridge

stance, apparently has “committed 
itself to nothing except good in- 
tentions.” In brief, it has rejected 
the nationalization of insurance, 
has refused to accept Beveridge’s 
figures, and has clung to the so- 
called “means test,”’ and does not 
intend, for the present at least, to 
create a ministry for social se: 
curity. 

This is an expected but severe 
disappointment. It is a survival of 
the spirit of reaction, which has 
always to be reckoned with, but 
which the optimist has dared to 
hope might have burned itself out 
in these years of national sacrifice 
and tribulation. It contains certain 
implications for the United States 
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shich it may be wise to consider 
briefly. 

When one speaks of the Bever- 
idge Plan, there is implied no hid- 
jen rabbit in a hat, no new hypo- 
thesis for the relief of human 
uflering, or for the creation of 
human security. Beveridge bor- 
rowed, constructively, from the 
writings and experiences of many 
thoughtful persons; but I think 
for the first time, at the request of 
amajor government, he has pre- 
gnted a sound plan for social se- 
curity that is. capable of being 
developed into a progresc“ve real- 
iy. So much importance was at- 
tached to it in this country, where 
the term social security is certainly 
nt unknown, that suggestions 
have been made for “An American 
Beveridge Plan,” to codify the 
somewhat loosely expressed and as 
loosely understood social security 
proposals of the current adminis- 






















tration leaders. 


Diseussion Needed 


Constructive discussion is al- 
ways a healthy sign. Critical oppo- 
sition is an equally healthy one. 
for, through critical analysis, a 
fundamentally-sound but tech- 
nically-defective undertaking may 
be molded into a successful proj- 
ec. However, “sit-down” oppo- 
sition is obstructionist in nature 
and reactionary in its application. 
The forces of chronic obstruction- 
im, over the centuries, have de- 
veloped a pattern not difficult to 
recognize, and rather amusing to 
describe, were it not for the fact 
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that through such opposition hu- 
man progress is impeded and hu- 
man suffering intensified. It may 
be enlightening to consider such a 
pattern in a brief discussion. It is, 
as will be seen easily, applicable 
to a large number of human ac- 
tivities. 

In the first place, a chronic ob- 
structionist brands a project, for 
example, the Beveridge Plan, as 
“not practical, as too idealistic.” 
Thus has Christ been condemned, 
and an abiding faith of people in a 
Supreme Being discouraged. Sir 
Thomas More, owing some of his 
philosophy to Plato, sacrificed his 
life at the order of Henry VIII, 
and the term, “Utopia,” has since 
been employed to signify the un- 
attainable. Plato was _ probably 
considered not a practical person, 
and Sir Thomas More paid with 
his life for expressing a philosophy 
of living in terms too idealistic for 
governing authorities. 

Our own Bill of Rights, until 
recently too little advertised and 
so little appreciated, was doubtless 
termed too idealistic, and Clemen- 
ceau’s characterization of Wilson’s 
fourteen points was too bitter a 
condemnation to be repeated here. 
Even the Atlantic Charter must 
meet its share of abuse, and cur- 
rently the Beveridge proposals are 
being branded with the same stig- 
mata. 


Monopolies May Interfere 


Second only to the criticism of 
idealism in the pattern diagram of 
obstructionism is the fact that ad- 
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vances toward collective social se- 
curity must encounter the influ- 
ences of powerful private monopo- 
lies. In the instance of Beveridge, 
the interests concerned are those 
of private insurance companies. 
This situation was encountered 
early in the Roosevelt administra- 
tion when unemployment insur- 
ance and old age pensions were 
made responsibilities of the Fed- 
eral government to the possible 
temporary detriment of private in- 
surance company operations. 

The record since that time ap- 
parently indicates that private in- 
surance companies have increased 
the strength of their positions, and 
will probably continue to do so 
under any system of social insur- 
ance which can be put into opera- 
tion. I would surmise that, in 
establishing the soundness of the 
insurance principle for all of the 
people, any government in so do- 
ing would be offering an award of 
merit to private insurance enter- 
prise with an encouraging word of 
commendation for continued use- 
fulness. 

There is a third part of the pat- 
tern diagram, employed by ob- 
structionists, which is a particular- 
ly vicious bit of propaganda to 
combat, because, in many _ in- 
stances, the charge is a true one. 
Even one who resists change until 
the last ditch must admit that all 
governments have greatly increas- 
ed their centralized authority 
within the past generation, and 
have increasingly put into opera- 
tion laws regulating individual and 
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group conduct. The obstructionig 
shouts that the government never 
does anything efficiently, and that 
any private enterprise is to be pre. 
ferred, for speed of operation, 
economy in production, and a cop. 
sumer satisfaction. This is stil] g 
democracy, and the process of se. 
lection, maintenance. and change 
is still in the hands of voters, Our 
government can be what we want 
it to be; it is our responsibility to 
see to it that we have a good gov- 
ernment. 

Fourth, and usually the final. 
argument of the obstructionist is 
the too familiar lament about “the 
rights of the individual.” We are 
supposed to require an incentive, 
a profit motive, to speed us on our 
careers as individuals, and the 
devil take the hindmost. If a gov- 
ernment, with the regulative au- 
thority of a parent, protects the 
child against scratches and minor 
injuries, and supports the child 
too long, then laziness and indi- 
gence is the parent’s reward for 
such over-generous care. The per- 
son who seriously advances such 
an argument forgets, perhaps, the 
thousands of unsuccessful persons, 
who have failed but not through 
their own fault. He forgets, per- 
haps, if he is a “success” himself, 
that good fortune and coincidence 
and not rugged effort may be the 
cause of advances in his case. Un- 
fortunately our obstructionist col- 
leagues, who employ the pattem 
diagrams which have just been 
briefly described do not always

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los Angeles (California) Examiner: 
{ %-year-old veteran of the Battle of 
Cuadaleanal, Lieutenant Raymond F. 
Huebsch, a dentist who was stationed on 
the cruiser Pensacola when it was tor- 
pedoed, paid high tribute to the wound- 
ed sailors on returning to his home at 
1052 South Mansfield Avenue. There 
was never a sailor brought to him, no 
natter how burned and broken, who 
yasn’t still full of fight and belittled his 
own injuries. “They would wave you 
away, he said, “and tell you to take 
cae of someone who was really hurt 
though they might be burned until they 
couldn't move.” 

The Pensacola, which was in every 
major action of the first year of the 
war, was seriously damaged by the Japs 
at Guadalcanal but 
came known as “the workhorse of the 
Pacific.” Describing the battle Lieu- 
tenant Huebsch said, “A torpedo hit us 
during the night, about two-thirds of 
the way astern. It certainly was a bad 
oe, though the shock wasn’t so much 
as from the firing of our own guns. We 
battled that fire for six hours, brought 
itunder control, and were able to take 
part in the finishing of the fight.” 
Throughout the battle 
Huebsch manned a dressing station 
and gave emergency aid to the injured.

THEY CANNOT SPEAK FOR THEMSELVES 


ON PAGE 1230 is a short story of discrimination. In a few words and 
with a few figures it tells a story that should be of interest to every den. 
tist. The present members of the Dental Corps of the Army and Navy 
are the persons who are suffering because the Act of Congress that 
provides parity in military grade with medical officers is being ignored 
by the War and Navy Departments. Civilian dentists likewise suffer from 
the present policy of discrimination. Whatever lowers dentistry in the 
public eye affects the life of every dentist. If dentists in the Army and 
Navy cannot have authority over the affairs of their own Corps and are 
dominated by the Medical Corps, it does not take long until soldiers and 
sailors observe and realize this fact. They will begin consequently to 
think of dental service as something inferior to medical service and the 
dentist as a person inferior to the physician. This train of insidious 
thinking will, in time, undermine our public relations and nullify many 
of our ambitious programs in public health education. It will endanger 
the future. 

We hear considerable talk about postwar dentistry. We have been 
told that the present millions in military service, if properly treated by 
dental officers, will create an enormous future market for dental service. 
That is true, provided the soldiers and sailors of the present are given 
the impression that dental services and dental officers are as important 
as any other cogs in the military machine. Dental officers who now suffer 
indignities because of their lack of administrative authority are not in 
the best frame of mind to do their job. Most of them work harder than 
they did in private practice. They make a greater tangible contribution 
in service than does almost any other kind of officer. (See THE SCORE OF 
ACCOMPLISHMENT, Page 1231.) The government of the United States, 
through the War and Navy Departments, owes dental officers full free- 
dom to administer the affairs of the Dental Corps free from domination 
by the Medical Corps. 

Following the publication of the article RANK WirHouT AUTHORITY 
in July OraAL HycriENneE a heavy correspondence was received. Letters 
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from members of the Congress expressed interest in the unfair treatment 
received by the Dental Corps and promised to help to correct the situa- 
tion. The Army and Navy Journal of July 17 carried a full and fair re- 
port of the article Rank WitHout AuTHority. An analysis of sentiment 
expressed in the letters received suggests that Army and Navy officers 
are helpless to help themselves; they can’t talk up. Everything in the 
nature of reports and correspondence must “go through channels.” It 
means in the case of the Dental Corps that comments or suggestions for 
improvement in dental service must “go through medical officers.” Any 
report not to the liking of a medical officer can be submerged quietly. 
The situation of the Army and Navy Dental Corps, therefore, can be 
arified only by force from civilian dentists. The force, of course, is 
that of public opinion. If a remedy is not forthcoming through suitable 
changes in the Army and Navy Regulations, the duly constituted officers 
of the American Dental Association must be prepared to tramp through 
the Halls of Congress until corrective legislation is secured. 

Many of the officers in the Dental Corps have expressed the opinion 
that unless the American Dental Association is able to accomplish suit- 
able correction to give autonomy to the Dental Corps the future of the 
Association is in jeopardy. The 22,000 dentists in the Service who can- 
not speak for themselves are looking to the American Dental Association 
as their vigorous crusader and spokesman. If the American Dental Asso- 
ciation is too timid, too slow to act, too festered with politics, many of 
the dentists in the Service will lose respect and will withdraw their 
support from the Association. It is not enough for the officers and dele- 
gates and committeemen of the Association to raise their voices. An 
indignant upsurging of the entire profession is needed. It is likely that 
at the meeting of the House of Delegates in October a strong action will 
be taken to improve conditions in the Army and Navy Dental Corps. 
After that action every dentist in practice should join the crusade. By 
s0 doing we are doing more than helping the 22,000 dentists in Service— 
we are also protecting the future of the profession and keeping our self- 
respect. If we can be run over and trampled on now, we cannot expect 
any better treatment in the days to come.

A Desensitizer 


Q.—Please advise which solutions may 
be used to desensitize areas around the 
necks of teeth. 

I have used silver nitrate and eugenol 
which leaves a stain. I have also used 
formalin and the application of a warm 
instrument over formalin application. 
This seems rather painful to the pa- 
tient.—J. L. L., New Jersey. 


A.—Precipitated silver nitrate 
is the most efficient desensitizer of 
these areas, but of course, it cannot 
be used in all cases because of dis- 
coloration.

Fractured Roots 


Q.—-Having bothered you for advice 
in the past, I now wonder if you can 
help on the following case: 

The patient, an Italian woman, age, 
50, has all her own teeth and no restora- 
tions. When she was 16 she suffered a 
blow on one of her upper centrals, 
which you can see, upon examining the 
enclosed roentgenogram, shows a com- 





plete fracture of the root. There has 
been no change in the color of the tooth, 
no soreness, and we get about the same 
degree of reaction at the incisal edge as 
we do on the other central when using 
the pulp tester. 

Several dentists have examined this 
tooth since the accident and now she 
wants my opinion.—H. M. B., Pennsy]l- 
vania. 

A.—Some years ago Doctor R. 
Ottolengui reported a series of 
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fractured root cases in which the 
vitality of the teeth remained nor. 
mal over a term of years. Your 
case falls in this class and is mog 
interesting because the tooth has 
remained vital over thirty years 
and is now roentgenographically 
normal, as shown by the accom. 
panying roentgenogram. I believe 
this tooth can be retained with per- 
fect safety from the point of view 
of the patient’s health—Georce 
R. WARNER. 


Abnormal Frenum 


Q.—A woman, 50, wants a lower den- 
ture but she has an abnormal lingual 
frenum. She has a smooth, large, lower 
ridge, but all the muscle, tongue and 
cheek tissue have their attachment close 
to the crest of the ridge as is the case 
with the lingual frenum. 

I called in my physician and asked 
him what he thought of the frenum and 
he said it was broad and peculiar and 
that he would be afraid to cut it. The 
attachment is about a half-inch broad 
and it seems as if the floor of the mouth 
comes right up to this attachment. 

What would you advise in this case? 


—F, F, T., Nebraska. 


A.—I feel sure that this abnor. 
mal lingual frenum could be oper 
ated on successfully. There was a 
woman in my office today for 
whom our oral surgeon operated 
on a similar frenum eight or ten 
years ago and she stuck her tongue 
clear out onto her chin to show 
me how completely successful the 
operation was. But she recalled t 
my mind, also, how sore and swil: 
len and uncomfortable she was {or 
a number of days. 

If you think your patient woull 
rather not undertake this opere 
tion, I would not think that this 
would necessarily mean that she 
could not wear a denture. It shoull 
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entirely possible to make a den-

EHect of Extractions 


Q.—I would like to know whether or 
not there is any unusual danger for a 
pregnant woman in multiple extrac- 
tions, If there is, at what period would 
such extractions be dangerous? 

Any further information you could 
give me on this subject would be appre- 
ciated—F. L. F., Pennsylvania. 

A.—To the best of my knowl- 
edge there is ordinarily no more 
danger in multiple extractions for 
agravid woman in otherwise good 
physical condition than for the 
same woman when not pregnant. 

If the teeth are to be extracted 
because of being foci of infection 
there would probably be more 
danger to the pregnant woman and 
the fetus in their retention than in 
their removal, except under cer- 
tain conditions. 

Talbot? sees a danger in their 
removal during active toxemia of 
pregnancy or during the first three 
months of pregnancy, and especi- 
ally during the first two months. 
He even thinks that treatment of 

an infected root canal is dangerous 
during this period. “When such 
dentistry (root canal treatment of 
periapical infection or extraction) 
is deemed necessary, the best time 
for it is between the 4th and 7th 
month of pregnancy.” He says fur- 
ther, “The dentist should see the 
pregnant woman oftener than usu-

Unerupted Tooth 


A patient of mine, sixty-nine years of 
age, presented himself to have his den- 
ture trimmed because of its being un- 
comfortable.
